EAST LANSING—Greater popu- 
lJation, income, . leisure and . i 
ty could cause the Michigan out- 
door recreation and tourist indus- 
tries to boom by 1980. 

“The total market for outdoor 
recreation could grow by 300 per 
cent or more in the next 15 years,” 
reported David N. Milstein, as- 
sistant professor in Michigan State 
University’s Department of - Re- 
source Development. 

“Even if Michigan just holds its 
share of the estimated national 
market growth, the state’s market 
would expand by around 58 to 71 
per cent in terms of visitor days

The voting in the special school 
election held Tuesday, August 2nd 
saw 429 people out to cast their 
ballot in the Grayling precinct, 98 
in Frederic and some what under 
60 in Lovells. 

All proposals passed. Propostion 
I requesting 5 mills on the count: 
assessed valuation as equalized 
received 32 yes votes in Lovells, 
51 in Frederic arid 278 in Grayling- 
for .a. total of 261. Those voting no 
numbered 25 in Lovells, 45 in Fred- 
erie and 137 in Grayling for a 207 
total. 

Balloting on Proposition Il which 
asked for authorization for the 
school board to provide transporta- 
tion to and from school for pupils 
residing in the district passed by a 
512 for and 61 against. The break- 
down was 51 yes in Lovells, 87 in 
Frederic and 374 in Grayling. In 
Lovells the proposal received 7 no 
votes, in Frederic 44 and in Gray- 
ling 61.

. Ihave just completed my second 
week in Europe. 1 find Sweden a 
country of various sects, but of one 
|dominant culture. The people 
seem to be very much alive with 
life, and most of their life is cen- 
tered around the family. 

~ When a-student is_in school here, 
he takes on an average of 14 sub- 
jects. These vary from Homemak- 
ing (both males and: females. take 
this) to advanced math. As of 
{late, Swedish students take Eng- 
slish from the fourth year of school 
on. The student attends a regular 
school for nine years, then goes to 
a gymnasium (the equivalent of 
our high school) for three years.. 

en if he is accepted, he goes 
onto a University. Sweden has 
three technical universities and 
four general. 


Less than 10% of the Swedishiy 
people go to church on Sunday. 
The only time Swedish people go 
to church is when they are con- 
firmed or baptized... Usually! This 
of course does not mean they are 
not religidus, but niore that they 
consider it Victorian to do so. My 
own Swedish family does not say 
grace at the table, but rather 
“thank” the mother after the 
meal. In the words of my Swedish 
father, ‘‘We think the mother has 
done more in the preparation of 
the food.” A matter of opinion. 

The landscape of Sweden is 
much like Michigan. Except in 
northern Sweden where it resem- 
bles Canada. The weather is a 
little colder than at home. . 

Stockholm, the ‘“‘Venice of the 
North’’ is one of the most beauti- 
ful cities in the world. It has a 
charming ‘Old Town’ which dates 
back to 1250 A. D. Your women 
readers. would be interestéd in 
knowing that the “Old Town’ is 
covered with small shops in which 
you can buy all articles typical of 
Swedish life. 

Weil, that about does it for now, 
and I hope this has been of some 
interest.

meal. This meal consists of soup, 
meat, potatoes and rice, a vege- 
nd dessert. There 
is nothing to-Grink but it is not 
necessary as the food is not cook- 
‘ed with salt. Lunch is usually at. 
7:30 or 8:00. This is almost like 
breakfast, as there is tea, fried 
potatoes, an assortment of cold 
meat and breads, and tomatoes. 
(Tea is served at four or five and 
wine and champagne after lunch 
in the evening.
